By accepting the office of President, Madame Julia Neilson- 


Terry has conferred a high honour upon the Club. Alma Mater 


bids her welcome as a distinguished student who has won world- 


wide fame as an actress, although her connection with the 


Academy began as a singer. 

There are many happy memories of her gracious presence on 
the stage, and of her voice, which, attuned to the whole gamut of 
emotion, we heard on the occasion of the Centenary of the 
R.A.M., when she and her daughter, Miss Phyllis Neilson- Terry, 
appeared in the Pageant, the one representing the year 1822, 
the other, 1922. Тһе mind would like to dwell upon fragrant 
moments of beauty іп As You Like It and Romeo and Juliet ; | 
in tenderness in Sweet Nell of Old Drury, in a different 
mood in the Scarlet Pimpernel. These belong to triumphs in 
another sphere. But we of the R.A.M. think of her as a 
brilliant singer who won the Westmorland Scholarship and the 
Sainton-Dolby and the Llewellyn Thomas Prizes, and the pages 
of old programmes of the Chamber and Orchestral Concerts 
testify to her being much in demand as a soprano. Her Fellow- 
ship came later as a matter of course. Her last appearance as far 
as can be ascertained was at a concert when she sang the solo of 
Mendelssohn’s Hear My Prayer, and though in her shining flight 
it was scarcely in a wilderness that she builded her nest, she is 
here with us in the R.A.M. for her homing. |

If the serial performances of Schubert's chamber music do 
nothing else, the programmes, annotated by Mr Herbert Withers, 
at least bear witness to the extraordinary fertility and resource 
of the composer in vastly different forms. In his short life of 

thirty-one years he had flooded the exacting market of music 
with compositions which have stretched that brief life well over 
a century. Although in stature he has been overshadowed by such 
protagonists as Beethoven and Brahms, the chronological 


sequence followed shows, year by year, the overwhelming output © 


of Schubert, and of the twenty-nine works given at least seventeen 
were written before he had reached his twenty-first year. 

There may be occasion at a later date to review individual 
works, for the present it must suffice to refer to the musical 
material which has warranted the enterprise. Seven complete 
quartets of students are appearing, with twenty-one additional 
students taking part іп works other than those strictly defined 
as String Quartets, while for ‘ outside help ’, in the Octet, Op. 166, 
the services of two of the teaching staff were enlisted, Mr Aubrey 
Brain, professor of the Horn, and Mr Richard Newton, professor 
oi the Bassoon and ex-student. | | 552 

With these two exceptions it will be seen, from the lists of names 
that follow, that the undertaking has set out to be what it is, a 
series of the complete chamber music: works of Schubert, 
. performed by students of the Ensemble Class of the Royal 


Academy of Music. "These and the other serial performances. 


of the Quartets of Haydn, Beethoven and Brahms in recent 
years have allayed any misgivings as to their capabilities.

‘Review’ Week, December 


The ' Review’ Week, from December 2 to 7, maintained 
the high standard set on earlier occasions. Ample food for 
thought was provided by the Very Reverend the Dean of St Paul's, 
who spoke of * The Idea of Progress ’, and by Sir Percy Nunn, 
the Director of the Institute of Education, who discussed the 
attainment of Creation through Appreciation and Assimilation. 
` The Power of Poetry ’, as stimulant to the imagination and the | 
reflex of the mind, was pointedly and amusingly illustrated by 
Mr Philip Wayne, Headmaster of the Marylebone Grammar 
School. As befitting a musical institution the week had its full 
share of instructive demonstrations. Мг Eric Grant dwelt on 
the importance of ‘Harmony and the Pianoforte Student', 
Mr Douglas Hopkins, sub-organist of St Paul's, discussed 
‘The Scope of the Organ’, Mr Harold Fairhurst threw side- 
lights on the ‘Solo Performer, especially the Violinist’, and 
Mr Clive Carey adventured into the much-discussed realm 
of * The Physiological Basis of Singing ’. There was a pianoforte 


recital by Mr Philip Lévi, and the Dramatic Class was interested 


in Miss Vera Beringer's lecture on ‘ Speech ’. Mr L. С. Applebee | 
explained, with the help of lamps and lantern slides, the most 
recent advances in ‘ Stage Lighting 7. | 
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Lady McEwen's Reception to 
Oversea Students 


What has now become a welcome annual function was held 
on October 31, when Lady McEwen gave a reception to the 
Oversea Students who had just entered the Academy. Fourteen 
of the Dominions were represented. Students came from 
Palestine, China, Japan, S1am, Russia, Poland and Germany. 


Opera ' Xerxes ’ 


The terminal operatic performances of Handel' one comic 
opera, ‘ Xerxes’, provided, оп November 28, most refreshing 
entertainment. There was fine singing, but the singers could 
act as well, and there was a highly accomplished presentation 
of a work, all but two centuries old, which gave room for imagina- 
tion, untrammelled by traditional ‘ business '. In this direction 
Mr Geoffrey Dunn, whose fanciful productions of ' intimate ’ 
opera have made a name for themselves, stood forth as the 
‘onlie begetter ', and he was fortunate in an excellent cast. 


Of the singers Thelma Weeks, Muriel Hill, and, later, Esther 


Salaman, were a delight; Bernard Lewis as Xerxes, Roderick 
Jones and Trevor Anthony were worthy of a larger auditorium, 
and George Sylvester, with an exceptionally fine voice, made 
the most of his opportunities. In the singing of the numerous 
roulades there seemed to be a diverting parody of style, all the 
more joyous if unconscious. "Гһе ladies of the court had their 
purpose in pose and in raiment, recalling figures depicted on 
Greek vases. Their actions interpreted the dramatic situation. 
No less helpful was the students' orchestra under the direction 
of Mr Alwyn, which began most agreeably with a well-known 
melody in its original form. Special praise must be given to the 
mounting, to the fantastic and 1maginative costumes designed by 
Deborah Carter and to the lighting effects by C. W. Black. The 
entire entertainment was admirably scaled to fit a small theatre 
in which every action and gesture were full of meaning and to 
the point. 7 | 


RAM. New Music Society 


The Committee of the R.A.M. New Music Society were 
gratified to see a good attendance at their Concertof November 21 M 
a favourable sign of increased interest in their efforts. 'The most 
important work was B. J. Dale's Sonata for Violin and Pianoforte, 
finely played by Frederick Grinke and Dorothy Manley. A work 
of distinction and beauty, it arrested the attention through its: 
style, strangely contrasted with the work which immediately 
preceded it, two sketches for Pianoforte by Bernard van Dieren, 
played by Robert Collett, who also gave the Sonata in F sharp 
minor, Ор. 67, No. т, ог pianoforte by Sibelius. The concert 
opened with Ernst Krenek's Die Fahreseiten, Op. 35, unaccom- 
panied quartets, sung by the B.B.C. Singers, conducted by 
Leslie Woodgate. | 

For the concert of January 30, 1936, the Brosa Quartet was 
engaged, and played Alan Bush’s Dialectic for String Quartet 
in one short movement. The Quartet also gave a fine performance 
of the Principal’s String Quartet in B minor, the movements of 
which were knit together in the full assurance and understanding 
of form and lovely sounds. The programme also contained 
a Chorale for Two Violins and Pianoforte by Hugo Anson and 
Elizabeth Maconchy’s Sonata for Two Violins. | 


The Orchestral Concert, February 27, 1936 
| in the Duke's Hall | 
It was fitting that.before the Concert began the Dead March 
from Saul should be played in commemoration of the death of 


His Majesty King George V. Тһе special arrangement by Sir 
Henry Wood was most impressive and dignified. There were 


three concertos. Beethoven’s No. 4 in G, first movement, was 


rendered with great distinction by Frank Thomas. Robert 
Masters played a movement from Mozart’s Violin Concerto No. 4 
in D with sincerity ; and Leopold Podolsky-Podder made light of 
the technical difficulties of Goedicke’s Concerto in G flat, Op. 41, 


for Trumpet. This was a first performance in England. The 


Aria, “ Stone beyond all jewels shining ', from Bach’s Cantata 
No. 152 was sung with great expression by Irene Walker; the 
flute obbligato being played by Conrad Risius, and the violin 
obbligato by Aubrey W. Appleton. Two tenors gave admirable 
performances with remarkable diction. They were John Fullard 
in an Aria from Handel's Atalanta, and Edward Crowther in the

Recitative and Aria ‘ Sound an Alarm’ from Judas Maccabaeus, 
in which the ‘ fanfare ” had its hour. The orchestra gave a brilliant 
performance of Elgar's Introduction and Allegro for String 
Quartet’ and Orchestra, the solo violins being Winifred Flavelle 
and Irene Spier, the viola of Helga White and the violoncello 
of Edna Elphick completing the quartet. Rameau's ‘ Tambourin 
from Les Ейе d'Hébé was delightfully played by the orchestra, 
and the concert ended with the National Anthem. It is worthy 
of remark that in the orchestra of 130 (the violins, all students, 
numbering fifty) there was only one player ' specially engaged 4 
Of the eleven old students, four are now оп the teaching staff, 
' and three others, not trained at the Academy, are also professors. 
An orchestral concert will be given on March 31 in the afternoon 
at Queen's Hall, the programme for which is under consideration. 


Chamber Concert, December 2 | 


Тһе Chamber Concert on December 2 was not of the stereotyped 
order. It began with Three Songs for baritone by Frederic Austin, 
with an accompaniment of strings and pianoforte. They were 
sung beautifully by Ernest Davies, and were: admirably fitted 
for the voice. Contrasted with this there were Five Folk-Songs 
from Palestine (MSS) arranged by Alfred Nieman. There was 
‘possibly a Russian influence in each, the most impressive being 
‘The Shepherd’s Song’, which had a cantilena-like refrain. 
They were excellently sung in the original words by Harold 
Child, and Alfred Nieman’s rhapsodic accompaniments were 
effective. Lucy Keane played the Oboe in her (MS) Quartet 
for that instrument, with violin (Sylvia Jaques), viola (Rudolf 
Risius), and Muriel Taylor (violoncello). There were three 
movements, in which the balance of tone was well preserved, 
the oboe not being unduly prominent. Another student’s work 
in MS was the first movement of her Pianoforte Sonata in C minor 
by Margaret O. Mullins, played by the composer with spirit. 
Other works for pianoforte were Bach’s Chromatic Fantasie, 
played by Rosalie E. Inskip, and the Intermezzo and Capriccio, 
Op. 116, Nos. 6 and 7, of Brahms, played by ‘Terence Vaughan. 
Bettine Young sang three songs by Fauré with quiet distinction. 
Solos for strings were contributed by William Waterhouse 
(Max Bruch's Romance in A minor, Op. 42, for violin) and by 
Muriel Taylor (Boccherini's Sonata No. 6 in A for violoncello)— 
with good tone and accurate phrasing in each work. ‘The 
accompanists were Margaret Cramberlain, Ross D. Pratt and 
Alfred Nieman. | 
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Orchestral Concert, December 6 


On account of the death of H.R.H. Princess Victoria the 
terminal Orchestral Concert on December 6 began with Chopin's 
Funeral March. The programme was designed, according to 


. custom, to afford students the opportunity of giving a taste of 


their quality. There were four Concertos. Antony English played 
the first movement of Mendelssohn's Violin Concerto with 
assured technique. Nancy Weir played two movements of — 
Rachmaninov's Pianoforte Concerto in D minor with distinction, 
and Richard Gibbs (Clarinet Concerto by Weber) and Maurice 
"Westerby (Violoncello Concerto by Lalo) had their parts well in 
hand. Phyllis Chatfield played César Franck’s Symphonic 
Variations for pianoforte and orchestra with commendable 
restraint, and Guy Jonson, Student Conductor, was entrusted 
with the first movement of Mozart’s Jupiter Symphony. The only 
vocal number, Verdi's ‘ Eri tu’ in Un ballo. in Maschera, was 
finely sung by Thomas Williams. Ivor Walsworth’s Oriental 
Symphony (MS) was given a first performance and excited 
interest in these days of discussing ‘ ethnological and cultural 
affinities in music’. It must suffice to say that the work, with all 
its manifest difficulties, received a fine performance, conducted 
by Sir Henry Wood, and ably seconded by the orchestra. ‘The 
concert ended with two movements of Tschaikowsky’s Fourth 
Symphony, which subjected the orchestra to the severe test 
of rhythm in the pzzzicato ostinato of the third movement. 
The Finale was played with incomparable brilliancy. In the 
orchestra of 145 there were only ten players ‘ specially engaged °. 
About twenty were ex-students and professors, and of the violins, 
violas and violoncellos, numbering ninety-two, only one was an 
ex-student, now on the staff. 


Santley Commemorated

Once again the Committee presents its report, this time the 
46th, on the occasion of the Annual General Meeting. >. 
The “state of membership of the Club is now as follows: 
414 ‘Town Members, 281 Country Members, 203 Student

to them for the pleasure they gave to all present. — ! 
Тһе Annual Dinner took place in June at the Dorchester, 
and a larger number of distinguished guests accepted the 
Academy's and the Club's invitation to be present than on any 
previous occasion. Mr Arthur Fear very kindly sang at the Dinner, 
and the Hotel Management admitted members and their guests 
to the Supper Room and Cabaret at a very much reduced figure. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was won by Miss Iris Greep with a 
performance of the first movement of the President's Sonata in 
D Minor. | | Ee 

Тһе Balance Sheet shows the Club’s assets, apart from expendi- 
ture and income, to be still an investment in Conversion Loan 
| 1944-64. of £555 11s. 6d., in addition to £38 3s. 1d. in Deposit 
and Current Account. At the same time the Committee draws 
attention to the fact that, owing to the unfortunately large number 
of resignations of members who are no longer directly associated 
with the Academy, probably on account of the difficult times, 
the Club's expenditure has somewhat unavoidably exceeded its 
income. Some eighty subscriptions due for the past year are, 
however, still outstanding, and this amount, when forthcoming, 
will considerably reduce the balance debit. The Committee is in 
the meantime taking steps to induce greater numbers of those 
joining the Academy to avail themselves of the Club's advantages, 
and hopes that all Members will do their utmost to assist it in 
this matter. 

According to custom the President, four Vice-Presidents, four 
members of the Committee, the Hon. Treasurer, the Hon. 
Auditors, and the Hon. Secretary retire, the last four being 
eligible for re-election. Owing to the death of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie, a vacancy occurs on the Board of Trustees. 

The Committee wishes to thank Mr B. J. Dale for the extreme 
interest he has shown during his Presidency in attending all 
meetings of the Club, and for being present and presiding at all 
Committee Meetings.

should continue during the winter months, and was subsequently 
followed by another on November т. | 

These should prove to be of some educational value to Students, 
as some very interesting points of view have been expressed by 
professors who have attended. 3 | 

A Musical Revue was staged in the Duke's Theatre by kind 
permission of the Committee of Management оп November 2 g. 
The theatre was filled to capacity and the success was largely 
due to Miss McLaren, who gave such an amount of time and 
energy into producing, and to Mr Yelland Richards, who 
specially wrote the lyrics and music, and ably managed rehearsals. 


During the year the Auxiliary Committee received with regret 
the resignations of the Misses Janet Hamilton-Smith, Eileen 
Ralph, Sheila Crabtree, Margaret Jacobs, Margot Wright and 
Mr George Scott. 

The Misses Mary Lowe and Lorna Reid, and Messrs Ernest 
Davies, Maurice Westerby and Robin Sanders-Clark were 
co-opted to fill the vacancies thereby incurred. 

In conclusion the Auxiliary Committee wish to thank all those 
who have kindly assisted in the welfare of the Students!

The Retirement of Mr T. B. Knott 


When it was announced that Mr Knott's retirement had taken 
place at the end of the Michaelmas Term 1935 it was a surprise 
to find that he had been connected with the Academy for the 
long spell of fifty-eight years. : 

Entering as a student in 1878, he studied the pianoforte under 
Mr Walter Macfarren, harmony under the Principal, Sir George 
Macfarren, and the violin under F. Auer and F. Ralph. In 1886 he 
became Assistant to the Principal, Sir George Macfarren, and 
continued in that office in 1888 when Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
succeeded to the Principalship. He was appointed Professor of 
the Pianoforte in 1899, and in the same year directed the 
Sight-Singing Classes till 1918. He had been elected a Fellow in 
1906 and served on the Committee of Management from 1923. 

His connection with the R.A.M. Club dates from its foundation 


in 1900: he served on the Committee from 1907 to 1909, and in 


1926 һе was chosen President, as the oldest member of the Club. 

'Fhis is not the place to speak of him as a practical teacher and 
examiner, for example outweighed precept, but reference must 
be made to two of his publications, * Pianoforte Fingering ' 
(O.U.P.) and his ‘ Manual of Scales and Arpeggios ' (Ricordi), 
which for many years have been in constant demand by students.

Ethel 410. Hoyce, 1.18.27.01. 


It is with deep regret that we record the death, on F ebruary 3, 
of Ethel Boyce, an old student at Tenterden Street. She won the 
Lady Goldsmid Scholarship in 1885, the Potter Exhibition and 


|. the Sterndale Bennett Prize a year later, and the Charles Lucas 
Medal for Composition in 1889. Her Cantata The Lay of the 
= Brown Rosary, for voice and orchestra, was an unusual work 


for a student of the time. In the Programmes of the Orchestral 
and Chamber Concerts of the years 1886, 1887 and 1888 she 
appeared many times as a composer or pianist, most frequently 
performing her own works. 


Charles Winterbottom 
| 1965-1935 
Mr Winterbottom was Professor of the Double Bass at the 
R.A.M. for more than thirty years, and a well-known figure in 
all the principal orchestras in London. Іп 1:928 the Royal 


Victorian Medal was conferred upon him ‘ for long and honour- 
able services to music ’. |
